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e Pedestrian access to homes and businesses will be

maintained; please speak with a crew member if you need
immediate assistance while crews are working in front of your
residence or business
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o Work will be done one block at a time, with local access only on these blocks during the work (flaggers

and signs will direct drivers through the work area)
e Restricted parking; please look out for no parking signs in the work areas
¢ Noise, dust, odors, and vibration typical of a construction site
e Access maintained for emergency services, mail delivery, and waste pickup
For more information:
